CANDIDATES GIVE 


THEIR VIEWS 
TO WOMEN’S BUSINESS CLUB 
ON PRESENT CIVIC PROBLEMS 


Thomas Bellamy, J. A. Clarke, J. McKay Dickson, .’, M. MacDonald 
and R. 8, McKenzie Are Speakers at Meeting Held Last Night in 
Y.W.C.A. — New Methods of Taxation Form P:incipal Topic of 


Remarks of All Candidates. 


Mayoral candidates were in evi- 
dence last night as they accepted an 
invitation to attend a meeting of the 
Business Women's Club, heid at the 
YW.CLA A number of interesting 
addr ‘Ss were given. 


Thomas Bellamy. 

Thomas Bellamy said that the great 
question before the citizens was tax- 
ation, which was the thing now hit- 
ting them the hardest. Their system 
in Edmonton had been a land tax 
alone, which had now become a bur 
den, and they wanted some other line 
of taxation. With their land assess- 
ment they had gone beyond the limit 
and their assessment values were a 
joke, Their committee had gone out 
with the idea of basing the assessment 
upon the last sale regardless of the 
fact, whether only 25 per cent of the 
purchase money was paid. Many of 
their so-called sales were only op- 


tions and could not be taken an a 
basis of sale. ‘To be honest’ with 
themselves and also with the outside 
work!, was to come down to real 


commercial value with their land as- 
sessments, Also they must come to 
some other form of taxation to ob- 
tain the revenue required. ‘There was 
4 scheme to obtain a share of it from 
the buildings, and he considered that 
it would be fair to ask the buildings 
to pay for fire brigade and police pro- 
tection, Also financial institutions 
and professional men who occupied 
offices should be made to bear a 
portion of the burden. 

To give real relief from the burden 
of taxation, Mr. Bellamy outlined his 
scheme for obtaining authority from 
legislation to postpone payments into 
the sinking, fund, and to issue fresh 
debentures to cover the old ones when 
they became due, He did not think 
that debenture holders would suffer 
in the least, as it was interest they 
were after, and they would be well 
protected, 

Josevh A, Clarke, 

Joseph A, Clarke called on the wo- 
men of the city to emulate those of 
the United States, to refuse to be led 
or herded lika sheep by party or press. 
The result was that the women had 
returned Woodrow Wilson and saved 
the States from war. He was willing 
to leave the issue with the women in 
spite of what the men might do. He 
reminded them that it was the coun- 
cil‘of 1914 that had brought the mat- 
ter of female suffrage to the provin- 
cial legislature, the resolution to do 
so being proposed by himself and sec- 
onded by Mr, May. In consequence 
they haf the vote. He suggested that 
their association might look after the 


market, where now an eyesore was 
being placed upon one of the best 
and most expensive city blocks. The 


market was placed on First street and 
deliberately rendered unpopular, and 
now there was the proposition to run 


the belt street car line along Eliza- 
beth street, which was going to be 
for the benefit of the department 


storekeeper, Mr. Clark spoke against 
the unoccupied land in the city, and 
said that if people who owned it 
could not use it, they should turn it 
over to those who could. Growing po- 
tatoes alone on the land would have 
paid the taxes this year. = 


J. McKay Dickson. 


J. McKay Dickson said that if they 
could raise the ideais of public life 
they would have at once solved all 
the problems of civie life from one 
end of the Dominion to the other, 
The speaker then referred to his lit- 
tle book; **Hdmonton through the 
Periscope and defied anyone to say 
that it w not correct, or that the al- 
legations were not understated, Ie 
said that there was no real economy 
heing practised in the city adminis 
tration, It was no economy to close 
one department and move the men to 
another, or to allow a man to come 
in at a.m. to begin his day's 
work, monton could save $200,000 
off her overhead expenses and yet be 
run quite as effectually as now, Some 
of the men in-the city employ never 
made any real attempt to give a re- 
turn; they were men who would never 
be employed elsewhere but in a “de 
crepit institution,” 

The speaker then went on to speak 
of his faith In the judgment and abili-

J. M. MacDonald. 


J. M. MacDonald said that he did 
not come before them as a siranger, 
as he had had their confidence on 
three previous occasions, and he hoped 
to have it again, Those who had been 
there long enough knew the stand he 
took on public matters, and he was 
satisfied to leave it with them. He 
was glad that the ladies had the vote, 
and it was the unmarried and unat- 
tached lady whose vote was going to 
be such a deciding factor in the next 
election, as the married ladies would 
be about even. It was pretty hard for 
any politician to make any sort of 
claim as to what would happen, and 
for this reason these ladies would be 
canvassed pretty well before the next 
election, In making some explana- 
tion of his candidature, Mr. Mac- 
Donald said that in the first place he 
had had no thought of aspiring to the 
position, in the event of either Mayor 
Henry, or any of the retiring alder- 
men, as Aldermen Frith and Ramsey, 
or Alderman Douglas offering them- 
selves for the position. Also hé would 
not have come forward had other men 
in the city done so. It was because 
he had been pressed by a number of 
the business men in the city, among 
them being the present mayor, that 
he consented to stand. Then he at 
once resigned his position on the 
council in order that there should be 
no interpretation of his action being 
directed towards him acquiring office. 

Dealing with matters of policy, Mr. 
MacDonald said that one of the big- 
gest questions that eoncerned them 
was the one of taxation, and he relat- 
ed some efforts that he had been 
making with the idea of forming tax 
commissions in the different districts 
in the province with the idea of in- 
troducing a universal system into the 
new model city charter which was to 
come before the legislature. 

The real point: of taxation was to 
tax a man according to his ability to 
yay. How could they ascertain this? 

o tax income had been found un- 
workable, but another way was to 
tax every visible piece of property that 
a man owned, The single tax system 
Was»snot a fair system. The people 
should be taxed upon their ability to 
pay, and it was his Iaea to get a tax 
commission to go into the subject 
thoroughly and work out a system that 
would not be changed every year, 

He was in favor of retaining the 
city utilities, but not to extend them 
just now. The street railway was one 
of their most valuable assets that they 
had, and they could afford to run it 
at u slight loss, considering its future 
value, He would not countenance the 
selling of the street railway at the pre- 
sent time. The only possible consi- 
deration was that a private company 
might offer to operate it and give a 
better service than now at less cost, 
but he would never consider selling the 
franchise, 


R. S, MacKenzie, 

R. 8S, ‘MacKenzie expressed his 
pleasure at being asked to attend the 
meeting. With regare to his standing 
before them as a candidate for the 
mayoralty, be had no apologies to of- 


fer, for it was the answer to a num- 
ber of petitions presented to him 
which had been widely circulated 
abqut the city. It might be urged 


against him by some that he had not 
acted on the city council, but person- 
ally he had realized that three months 
of the work in which he had been en- 
gaged rendered more experience than 
one year as an alderman on the coun- 
cil. For three years as secretary of 
the Property Owners’ Association he 
had watched and noted all the meet- 
}ings of the council and the results of 
their deliberations. Mr, Mackenzie 
then touched upon some of the work 
of the Property Owners’ Associatian 
and said that it was their ideal to ob- 
tain the better class of men to enter 
public life. 

Coming to matters of municipal 
policy, he said that a change in the

MAGISTRATE TO TAKE HIS SEAT 


Three Local Modical Men Are Fined For Prescribing Liquor For 


Domestic Purposes—8tool 


Pigeon in Employ of Attorney- 


Geners1's Department Admits He Lied in Order to 
Get Evidence 


A new phase of the administration 
of the Liquor act was introduced into 
police court Tuesday morring, when 
three local medical practitioners were 
convicted, on the exidence of a “stool 
pigeon’ employed by the attorney 
general's departinent, of giving pre- 
scriptions for alcohwlic liquor which 
Was to be used as a beverage. 

The first case was that of Dr. A. L. 
Campbell, and the evidence of Fred 
Ward, the particular s: oo] pigeon, was 
that he went to the accused, ang on 
his request was furnis! ed with a pre- 
scription for whisky. Me did not say 
that he was sick. He paid $1 for the 
prescription, 

Dr. Campbell said thet the witness 
came to his office and asked for a 
whisky prescription. He told him that 
if he wanted whisky he had better go 
to Baskatoon for it, or somewhere elee 
where they sold it. The man then 
said that he was going out into the 
country for a hunting trip, and want- 
ed some whisky, as he was afraid that 
he might get a chill. Witness said 
that he could allow him some—about 
a pint—but the man said that this 
would not be enough, as there were 
three going, and Witness said that in 
such case he would allow him = &6& 
ounces. The only reason why witness 
allowed the whisky was on account 
of the statement as to the hunting 
trip. 

Magistrate Primrose said that the 
defendant would have to pay for his 
experience, and would be fined $7h 
and costs. It was rather an insult 10 
the intelligence of a justico of the 
peace for defendant to come theron 
with such a story as that about the 
hunting trip. It was al nonsense and 
utter rot, and defendant ought to ba 
ashamed of himself for coming there 
with such a tale, 

Paying for Experience, 

Dr. J, Boulanger, also summoned, 
had the same man call on him, Due 
in this case the witness admitted tha 
he told the doctor that he wanted the 
whisky to take into the country. The 
Coctor said that he could have a pint, 
and afterwards when he told him that 
the other boys on the farm wanted 
some, told him that he could have a 
quart, 

Dr. Boulanger said that the man 
came to him and told him that he liv- 
ed at Clover Bar, and that he wante! 
some whisky for his wife, who was 
sick. It was on this account that he 
made out the prescription, 

The magistrate said defendant would 
also. have to pay for his experience, 
and that that he could not preseribe 
for domestic purposes under the act. 
Me would be fined $75 and costs. 

Dr. J. J. MeDonnell pleaded 
guilty to a similar charge. 

Cc. C. McCaul, who appeared for the 
defemse, called attontion to the fact 


| 


that the charge was made out cover- 
ing a period between the 8rd of Nov. 
and the 8ist Oct, He asked that the 
hench direct the prosecution to par- 
ticularize a specific instance, with 
dates, and that the bench allow an 
adjournment for a couple of days in 
order that he might have time to go 
into the case. In such cases as theso 
under the act, where the right of ap- 
peal was taken away ,he considerodt 
that full detail should appear in the 
charges, and that {t was In the inter- 
ests of the public for this to be done. 

Magistrate Primrose said that he 
recognized this, and thought that it 
should be done, and as a matter of 
fact had called attenifon to this when 
the charges were being made out, but 
under the circumstances, as the de- 
fendant had pleaded = guilty he 
would have to go on with the case. 

As Mr. McCaul hesitated, ho war 
asked by the Magistrate if he intend- 
ed to proceed. 

Mr. MeCaul—I do so under protest. 

Mr. Massie—I will give you a spe- 
cific instance, on Rye 26.

Among them are old and 
well qualified officers, for once the 
system of breaking up battalions 
had been adopted it was seemingly 
carried through regardless, The 
men, of course, have Been dis- 
sociated from the officers under 
whom they enlisted to serve and 
the men with whom they expect- 
ed to serve, and have been drafted 
into battalions of strangers and 
under strange officers. The bat- 
talions broken up have ceased to 
have identity, and no matter what 
signal service may be performed 
by their former members there 
will be no recognition due the 
original battalions in the years to 


come, How the system works out 
is strikingly shown in the faet 


that while some thirty-five thous- 
and Alberta men enlisted in Al- 
berta battalions only one Alberta 
} battalion is in the fighting line. 
The others have been broken into 
drafts to fill up units belonging 
nominally to points seattered all 
the way from Nova Seotia to the 
Pacifie Coast.

COST OF CHURCH UNION, 
Isditor Bulletin, 

Sir,—Misleading statements have 
been given wide circulation through 
the public press recently regarding the 
church union committee of the Gen- 
eral Assembly of the Presbyterian 
church, as to the personnel of the 
committee, the cost of its administra- 
tive work, and the legality of the ex 
penditure incurred. 

The committee was appointed in St 
John, N.B., in 1904, (see minutes, 
1004, p, 56), It consisted of 60 mem- 
Lers, 80 of Whom were pastors, 20 
were elders, and the remainder re- 
presented the great missionary, edu- 
cational and benevolent departments 
of the church. When the committee 
Ss appotnted the assembly resolved: 
“That the expenses of the committee 
» paid, and that they be levied pro 
upon the various schemes of the 
church according to the r®ceipts ot 
the year 1903-4, east and west.” 

The committees ws ippoir 1 with 
absolute unanimity, and the resolution 
regarding the payment of expenses 
From that day to this no man 
of the assembly has ever 
‘hatlenged the le ty of the payment 
of the committee's expenses as they 
Were reported from year to year by 
treasurers, east and west. The 
audited accounts show that no ex-

t was announced recently that Se 
cond-Lieut. William B. McArthur, 
of the ist Battalion Reyal Scots 

Fusiliers, secend son of Mr. and Mra. 
McArthur, of Danebury, Montem uoad, 
New Malden, has been awarded the 
Military Cross for conspicuous gallan- 
try at the Front. The deed for which 
he received the award is officially de 
scribed as follows by the “Surrey Co- 
met,” of May 20th last:— 

For conspicuous determination 
when in charge of a working party. 

With twelve men he captured and 
brought back as prisoners over forty 
armed enemy, 

The gallant officer, who is 22 years 
of age, returned on leave from France 
last week, and by Royal Corimand, 
attended at Buckingham Palace on 
Wednesday morning to receive his de- 
coration at the hands of His Majesty 
the King, along with a number of 
Other young officers. 

The full story of the young officer’s 
gallant deed may now be told—a deod 
in which he displayed a coolness and 
presence of mind which enabled him 
to extricate himself and his small par- 
ty of men from a perilous position and 
at the same time capture as prison- 
ers-of-war no fewer than 45 armed 
Germans! 

In the early morning of March 27th 
it was decided to explode three mines 
in the St. Blot salient, and Lieut. Mc- 
Arthur, with twenty men of the Royal 
Scots Fusiliers, were entrusted with 
some dangerous work in the vicinity 
of these mines. Before the Lieuten- 
ant and his men could return to safe- 
ty the mines exploded and the con-

As the call for 
the British officer was repeated, the

reaching him the German took an 


“No shoot, no shoot, 
camarade,” and threw up their hands 
in token of surrender. 

With an empty revolver in one 
hand and a cane in the other, the 
brave young officer advanced to the 
edge of the trench and made signs 
to the Germans to get out of it, which 
they gladly did—45 of them, all fully 
armed! The remainder of Lieut. Mc- 
Arthur's little party now came up, 
and the Germans were disarmed, made 
prisoners and marched to the British 
trenches, 

Dawn now commencing to break, 
the advance of the little party with 
their prisoners became extremely dan- 
ferous, and on one occasion they had 
a narrow escape of being shot down 
by the men in the British trenches, 
being imistaken for an attacking party 
of the enemy.

Even the dyed-in-the- 
wool fight fans seem to be uncertain 
on these points, Boxing “authorities” 
disagree on the answers, but the con- 
sensus of opinion gives the world title 
to Willard, Johnson, Burns and Jet- 
fries, but denies it to Fitasimmone, 
Corbett and Sullivan, Here ,then, is a 
history of the world title, as dis- 
tinguished from the American and 

heavyweight championships. 
First International Bout 

Away back in 1751 Jack Slack, the 
English champion, whipped a French- 
man named ‘Monsieur VPetit,’ in 
what was the first international battle 
in which the championship was in- 
volved.

VOTE BY PROXY 


British Ministers Considering the 
Subject—Wives Might Deposit 
Ballot Slips 


London, Nov. 21.—It is understood 
that ministers are carrying out Mr. 
Asquith’s promise that they would 
give “serious and sympathetic” atten- 
tion to the question of enabling sol- 
diers and sailors to record their votes. 
They have, however, not yet come toa 
final decision. The proposal that men 
should actually record their votes at 
the front seems to have been ruled out. 

Consideration is being given in gov- 


ernment circles to an alternative 
scheme of a novel and interesting 
character, It is, briefly, that soldiers 


and sailors on active service should 
be given the right to vote by proxy. 
In that event, a fighting man’s vote 
would be recorded, in accordance with 
his wishes, in his constituency at home 
by a person nominated by him—pos- 
sibly his wife. This does not look an 
easy solution on the face of it, but it 
is believed that, with good will and 
fair dealing, the necessary machinery 
could be set up. 

Meanwhile, members interested in 
the question regard it as imperative 
that the government should come to 
an early decision, as the special regis- 
ter bill cannot be proceeded with un- 
til this matter of principle has been 
settled. Changes of the kind suggest- 
ed would need a complimentary bill 
for the amendment of the ballot act. 
The importance of the matter can be 
judged from the estimate that the 
votes of at least 1,000,000 fighting men 
are in the balance,

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CASUALTIES 
WERE FEW FOR 
CANADIANS 


Troops From Dominion Gained 
Objective and Then Went 500 
Yards Further 


Extra Ground Gained Was Con- 
sidered Too Dangerous 
Salient to Retain 


Ottawa, Nov. 21—An advance by 
the Canadian troops along a front of 
about 3,500 yards with the capture of 
619 wounded and unwounded Ger- 
mans is described in a communique 
issued today by the war office, cover- 
ing the operations of November 18 by 
the Dominion soldiers at the Britiesh 
front, 

Canadian guns had been concen- 
trating a heavy fire for several days 
on a strong line of German trenches 
which became the objective when the 
infantry offense began, at six o'clock. 
This objective was consolidated in its 
entirety, the statement says, the move- 


ment being virtually a “swing  for- 
ward on our left pivoting on our 
right.” 

The gain varied from about 200 


yards on the right to nearly 1,000 
yards on the left. 

The troops at the left advanced 500 
yards beyond the objective, the com- 
munique declares, and took a section 
of the Grand Court trench which It 
consolidated successfully, but this 
unit was withdrawn later because the 
position formed too dangerous a 
salient, 

The Canadian losses were compara- 
tively light, with fewer casualties than 
were to be expected.
